Integrity and fj[ercij 


This Monday we have a Communal Penance Service at 7:00 p.m. 
How do you think about confession? When did you last receive the 
Sacrament? It's not unusual for someone to walk in and say, " It's been 
years since I went to confession." Maybe that is because our 
understanding of the sacrament is too narrow. 

Did you know that the Sacrament of Reconciliation lowers your 
blood pressure? I am not sure how many studies have been done, but 
I'm sure this is true. It is a Sacrament of healing. We are not only 
forgiven, but healed of sinful tendencies. Recent medical studies have 
shown a correlation between spiritual and physical healing. Come 
and meet Christ the Healer. 

The sacrament is also good for your heart. It fosters ongoing 
conversion. The Greek word for conversion is Metanoia which means 
to have a "change of heart." Think of how Peter's heart overflowed 
with Christ's mercy when he looked the Risen Lord in the eyes after 
denying him three times. Christ's first words were, "Peace be with 
you.... Whose sins you forgive are forgiven them." 

Conversion or Metanoia is first of all the action of God's great 

mercy toward us .despite our sins. Come and let Christ fill your 

heart with mercy. The Risen Christ gave the apostles power to 
forgive! We take this gift seriously. Therefore, the Church celebrates 
the Sacrament of Forgiveness. 

As humans, we need to hear the words, "You are forgiven. " And the 
laying on of hands is an ancient tradition to express the healing touch 
of Christ, or the outpouring of the Holy Spirit. Come and encounter 
the Lord Jesus just as first disciples felt his power to restore their 
friendship with him. 

Maybe a story from the Desert Fathers will encourage you to see 
the gift awaiting you in the sacrament. 

And old man was asked by a certain soldier if God 
received a penitent man. And after heartening him 
with many words, he said to him at last, "Tell me, 
beloved, if your cloak were torn, would you throw it 
away?" He said, "Nay, but I would patch it and wear 
it ." The old man replied, "If you would spare your 
garment, shall not God have mercy on God's own 
image?"
